The federal teleg raph and cable of­ 
fices were first occupied. 
Up to this 
time no Mex ican troops were in sig ht 
but later they were discovered hiding 
in the house tops and the church 
towers. 
The first shot fired was by a private.

The fire was opened up by the Mex ­ 
ican forces at 12:16 . 
At 12:25 five 
companies of m arines wore in action. 
A steady fire was being delivered 
ag ainst the Americans from the old 
church tow'er, and to put these ’‘snip­ 
ers” out of action a three-inch field 
piece from the Florida, commanded 
by Ensig n Cresip, put five shots into 
the tower. 
This cleared the American 
consulate from all clang er.

D on’t forg et th at, in case of a fire alarm , th e teacher m u st keep 
her 


presence of mind in order to instill it in the children. 


D on’t overlook th e fact that reg u lar discipline often avoids a panic. 


D on’t let the children be too ready to ju m p, in case all escape seems 


cu t off. W a lt for the firemen. 


D on’t fail to have th e children fam iliar w ith all exits. 


D on’t neg lect to have the latest fire exting u ishing appliances.
